
1„ The airfield was located in open terrain west of SEVAN (44° 
56 f E/40 0 34 f K), Armenian SSR, south cf the road to YEREVAN 
(44o30 ! E/4QOll *N) . Sevan Lake was about mile 

southeast of the field* Lhe landing field, which was ^ot 
fenced in, was on a level about 10,000 x 16,500 £*>*■ t areal. 

2, No runways , hangars, buildings,, or supply facilities were at 
the field * 

3, A radio station Sav a small woocen cabin with a 14-foot extens- 
ible metal antenna mast on the roof was located about 165 feet 
north of the SEVAN -YEREVAN artery road* it was operated by a 
Soviet woman, wearing civilian clothes* 

4 • There was a weather station with a rain geago and a 6-foot rod 
with attached wind cone not far from the radio station* Civi- 
lians entered and left this station* 

5* Twin- engine aircraft landed for half an hour at the field 
once or twice every week*
